Scientists 
Gaining in 
Research

''Scientists working on 
leukemia are rapidly uncov­ 
ering leads with such prom­ 
ise that many beli«v« this 
form of cancer may be the 
next to be brought under 
control."

This encouraging fact was 
reported by Dr. Richard .1. 
L*escoe, Centinela Valley- 
South Bay District Educa­ 
tion chairman for the Amer­ 
ican Cancer Society. The re­ 
port was made recently to a 
group of local Cancer Soci­ 
ety volunteers.

Dr. Lescoe stated that re­ 
search supported by th« 
American Canoe r Society, 
by the government's Nation­ 
al Cancer Institute and othe- 
ers has brought science with­ 
in striking distance of th§ 
leukemia problem.

"Recent advances havs 
matte possible the diagnosis 
of leukemia in its very «arly 
stages, before other symp­ 
toms appear. Since early di­ 
agnosis is significant in ths 
cum of other forms of can- 
oer, much hope lies in this 
approach," .the local physi­ 
cian reported.

Some 14,000 Americans, 
2,500 of them children, will 
lose their lives to his cancer 
of the blood-forming organs 
in 1064. The American Can­ 
cer Society is currently de­ 
voting more funds to re­ 
search on leukemia and leu­ 
kemia-related projects than 
it spends on any other form 
of cancer.

The number of antl-leu- 
loernic drugs in use today is 
large and increasing. Com­ 
pounds found effective now 
prolong the lives of leuke­ 
mia patients for months and 
in some cases, years. Science 
is still seeking new and bet­ 
ter drugs which will destroy 
the cancers without harming 
the patients.
